o ne day . 
“Mo derate speed is v ery im­ 
po rtant fo r the to u rist: in ad­ 
ditio n to making fo r increased 
safety , a no rmal driv ing speed 
also wo rks a great sav ing in gas­ 
o line, o il and tires. 
“The to u rist sho u ld alway s be 
o n the lo o ko u t fo r traffic signs 
and signals. Hand signals are a 
frequ ent so u rce 
o f co nfu sio n 
when trav eling becau se so me 
states do no t requ ire them and 
in o thers v ario u s signals are re­ 
qu ired fo r the maneu v er. Wheth­ 
er o r no t hand signals are re­ 
qu ired in 
the state 
thro u gh 
which y o u are passing, it is wise 
fo r y o u to giv e adequ ate manu al 
warning when sto pping o r tu rn­ 
ing. Also , in states where signals 
are no t requ ired, y o u sho u ld be 
o n gu ard against v ehicles chang­

The av erage American mo to r­ 
ist t<pday driv es nearly twice as 
far ev ery y ear as he did a dec­ 
ade and a half ago , acco rding 
to To dd Sto o ps, secretary -man- 
ager o f the Ho o sier Mo to r clu b. 
“This statement,” Mr. Sto o ps 
said, “is based o n repo rts that 
the av erage au to mo bile to day 
u ses 671 gallo ns o f gaso line each 
y ear as co mpared with 394 gal­ 
lo ns per y ear back in 1923. 
“Fo u rteen y ears ago the av er­ 
age mo to rist spent abo u t $8 7 a 
y ear o n gaso line fo r his car, 
whereas to day the av erage ex ­ 
penditu re is appro x imately $130 
per y ear fo r gaso line. 
“The increase in co st o f gaso ­ 
line per y ear is acco u nted fo r 
no t o nly by mo re gallo nage, bu t 
also by the co nstantly mo u nt­ 
ing rate o f tax atio n o n gaso line.

FOR DIGESTIONS SA K E - SMOKE CAMEES 
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CONGRESSIONAL SPLIT COMING 
“It is impossible to miss the fact that the Dem­ 
ocratic party , so u nited in 1932 and so ov er­ 
whelmingly triu m phant in 1936, is now split from 
stem to stern,” wrote Frank Kent recently in a 
sy ndicated colu mn. Most of the other political 
commentators hav e also been discu ssing this 
situ ation. 
Su perficially , cau se of the split was the ju di­ 
cial reorganization proposal, which alienated 
many Democratic senators and representativ es 
from the Administration. Bu t the matter goes 
deeper than that. A split has been brewing for 
a long time — ev en before the last election. Con­ 
gressmen were becoming restiv e, thou gh they 
didn’t say so pu blicly , u nder what they regarded 
as too mu ch bossing. They were losing their 
liking for hav ing major bills written by presiden­ 
tial adv isors with minor official jobs instead of 
by senators or representativ es. They began to 
frown at White Hou se “mu st” orders. 
It is likely that if the Repu blicans had made 
any kind of a showing in 1936, the Democratic 
split wou ld nev er hav e occu rred. When a party ’s 
majority is slim and the going is hard, it sticks 
together from sheer necessity . Bu t now, with 
Repu blican representation’in both branches at 
all-time lows, and with the Democratic major­ 
ity so ov erwhelming, Congressmen are speaking 
their minds and airing resentments and differ­ 
ences. 
This is seen in other matters than the Su ­ 
preme Cou rt bill. In the past, Mr. Roosev elt has 
alway s obtained appropriations on a blank check 
basis — that is, Congress v oted the money re­ 
qu ested, with the prov iso that it be spent at the 
President’s discretion. This session White Hou se 
effort to av oid hav ing a su bstantial portion of 
relief fu nds earmarked (specifically allocated to 
certain projects) has failed, and seems to hav e 
little chance of su cceeding in the fu tu re. And 
some of the most biting criticism of the President 
has come from Democrats. 
The potential political repercu ssions that can 
follow this are u npredictable. It is no longer re­ 
garded as u nlikely that the Democratic party will 
become permanently div ided in two camps, 
rou ghly classified as “conserv ativ e” and “rad­ 
ical,” and that a new political alignment and 
new political party will resu lt. 
To qu ote Mr. Kent again, “MrT Farley . . . in­ 
sists that su pport of Mr. Roosev elt’s Su preme 
Cou rt issu e is a qu estion of party loy alty * which 
clearly is designed to read opposing Democrats 
ou t of the party .” Nex t y ear a nu mber of prom­ 
inent Democratic senators come u p for re-elec­ 
tion, who hav e lately shown disinclination to 
follow the White Hou se lead. Writing in Collier’s, 
George Creel, who is perhaps closer to the Pres- 


ident than any other newspaperman, asserts that 
Mr. Roosev elt will oppose these men and u se his 
power to beat them in the primaries. The list 
inclu des Senators Wheeler, Bu rke, By rd, King, 
Gerry and Ty dings. All of them, with the ex ­ 
ception of Senator Wheeler, belong to the con­ 
serv ativ e wing of the party . Senator Wheeler 
has alway s been regarded as a liberal (he ran 
for v ice-president on La Follette’s 1924 inde­ 
pendent ticket, fav ors gov ernment ownership of 
railroads and power sy stems, etc.) bu t the fact 
that he led the opposition to the cou rt proposal 
has pu t him in the Administration dog hou se. 
So there is talk now — and it comes from in­ 
formed inex citable circles— that some sort of a 
political coalition between defecting Democrats 
and the remains of the Repu blicans is an immi­ 
nent possibility . Under any circu mstances, a 
cleav age in the majority party has occu rred, and 
it can’t be closed with words. There is too mu ch 
at stake, and too many deeply opposed philoso­ 
phies, for all the Democrats to continu e to liv e 
peaceably u nder the same party banner. This 
has happened in the past with the Repu blicans, 
and it contribu ted in large measu re to thé Re­ 
pu blican rou t, bu t it has nev er happened to the 
Democrats in post Civ il War history .

EASY TERMS 
Now how abou t France’s integ­ 
rity ? That nation bu ckled u nder 
on the debt pay ments six y ears 
ago. There were ex planations at 
the time as to why France cou ld 
not keep on pay ing and there 
hav e been ex planations ex ery six 
months since the semi-annu al 
pay ments came du e. 
Nev ertheless, Mr. Bonnet, only 
a few months established here 
as ambassador, stated in an in­ 
terv iew in New Orleans that he 
was ready to u ndertake negotia­ 
tions for settlement of the debt. 
Bu t first, he said, “each cou ntry 
mu st be conv inced of the basic 
integrity of the other.” 
France, it wou ld seem, is not 
conv inced of the “basic integ­ 
rity ” of the United States. 
At the time of the 1925 debt 
refu nding, 
France 
owed 
the 
United States $3,404,000,000 prin­ 
cipal and $68 5 ,000,000 interest. 
The debt bore abou t fiv e per cent 
interest after the war, the rate 
set to match that paid on the 
last American liberty loan. 
Then France was giv en 62 
y ears in which to pay . At fiv e 
per cent the debt wou ld hav e 
amou nted to more than nine bil­ 
lion dollars. Instead of charging 
su ch a rate the United States 
agreed to no interest at all for 
fiv e y ears — u ntil 1930. 
Then 
wou ld come 10 y ears at one per 
cent, 10 y ears at 2 per cent, 8 
y ears at 2 l/2 per cent, 7 y ears at 
3 per cent, and 22 y ears at 
Zl/2 
per cent. The total bill wou ld be 
$6,8 47,674,104. 


—was asked to pay three ffcr 
cent from the beginning and ZV2 
per cent after 1932. The total 
bill then wou ld be $11,105 ,000,000 
—abou t 60 per cent more than 
France’s. 
Nobody dou bts that France has 
been hard pressed with ex pense 
and trou ble, and here neighbors 
are not the most orderly . Bu t in 
spite of these good grou nds for 
ex pecting sy mpathy , it sou nds 
amply cocky for France to walk 
u p to her banker and ask abou t 
his integrity before she agrees-to 
pay any thing on long ov erdu e 
notes.
